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Miroff and Palmer

Miroff, graduate in history, and Dick Palmer, senior in 
government, brought up problems regarding the dormi- 
tories, the food service, the book store, the library and

The Hornet was violently 
criticized by Miroff as “led by 
an editor influenced by a voci- 
ferous willful clique of stu- 
dents.” He accused the Hor- 
net of trying, duriug the last 
years, to influence ideological- 
ly the student opinion by 
“either rightest political ideas 
or by bringing in a Berkeley- 
type revolution.” 


Irwin Stand 

Speaking specifically about 
the (pro) Mrs. Irwin stand 
taken by the Hornet, and about 
the issue “dedicated” to Mrs. 
Irwin, Miroff said, “At my 
question, the editor of the Hor- 
net told me that, trying to be 
objective, she looked all over 
the college trying to find some- 
body who would express an 
opinion dissenting with that 
pro-Irwin stand, and she could 
not find anyone. 

“I know 35 students in Dra- 
per Hall, and maybe more, who 
disagree with the position of 


the Horne: on this issue, so I 
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do not know where did she 
look. 


Editorship 

Since 1964 the editorship of 
the paper has been terrible—it 
does not print news but per- 
sonal opinions.” 

Miroff said that if the Board 
of Publications cannot find a 
good editor among the 10,000 
students of the college and 
among all the students of 
journalism, “the journalism 
professors are the ones that 
should be denied tenure.” 

The dormitories government 
received a heavy attack, as 
driven by Florence Gilchrist, 
housing co-ordinator, and the 
head residents. After Miroff's 
speech, John Poswall, student 
body president, proposed to the 
BOD to reactivate a committee 
appointed last semester to in- 
vestigate the residence halls 
government.

Poswall’s request was made 
in the following statement to 
the Hornet yesterday: 


“I would like to ask all 
students who are sincerely in- 
terested in Mrs. Molly Irwin 
to place a moratorium on 
demonstrations during the de- 
liberations of the Faculty 
Evaluation Board. The chair- 
man of this all-campus com- 
mittee has informed us that 
it will hear studénts’ views, 
together with all others, in- 
cluding the minority view in 
the English department, and 
move its recommendation be- 
fore the first of May. I ask 
you to allow this FINAL com- 
mittee to evaluate all the 
facts and opinions in an aca- 
demic atmosphere without 
harassment.” 

Poswall’s statement refers to 
assurances made by John R. 
Cox, executive dean and head 
of the Evaluations Board. 

In a statement issued April 
14, Cox stated that the Board 
“will underake to review the 
entire case in @ substantive 
manner. Obiously, such a re- 
view will require time for ade- 
quate investigation, review, 
and deliberation. The Board 
hopes to accomplish its work 
in time to make a recom~ 
mendation to President Walk- 
er before the first of May. 

“The Board will make its 
recommendations on what it 
conceives to be the best in- 
terests of the Sacramento State 
College, including its faculty 
and students. It hopes to car- 
ry out this deliberation in a 
professional manner with full 
regard for the individual in- 
tegrity and worth of all facul- 
ty members concerned. It re- 
spectfully requests the student 
body to permit these delibera- 
tions to be carried out in a 
campus atmosphere conducive 


to these purposes.”

No Appeal 


Dear Editor: 

It is time someone on this 
campus demonstrated some 
courage and statesmanship. It 
is time someone with stature 
stepped forward and attempted 
to resolve the crisis precipitat- 
ed by the dismissal of Molly 
Irwin before it becomes ex- 


plosive. Someone must state 
the truth bluntly: There is no 
appeal process. 

The desire to augment de- 
partmental autonomy is s0 
great in every faculty mem- 
ber that it becomes not mere- 
ly almost unthinkable to re- 
verse a department's decision, 
but absolutely unthinkable. 
This is the true state of af- 
fairs and someone with stature 
must stand up and say it, must 
protest that the appeal pro- 
cess was not meant to be a 
grotesque charade which 
shames us all by its pious 
hypocrisy. 

Someone must come forth 
who will say, “Gentlemen, the 
system no longer works. Let 
us take another look and put 
it in working order.” 

We have reached a terrible 
impasse. Students are seething 
with frustration and it is 
doubtful they will much long- 
er heed counsels of restraint 
and moderation. The English 
Department is paralyzed by 
its belief in the wisdom of its 
decision and by the psycholog- 
ical impossibility of recon- 
sidering under threat; to re- 
consider now might appear to 
be a cowardly surrender to 
student pressure. 

This is the situation, and if 
we do not leave off wringing 
our hands at a distance of a 
hurnded yards and DO some- 
thing, we will behold a vol- 
canic eruption on this campus, 
an eruption which may not be 
so grand as the Vesuvius-like 
eruption at Berkeley, but which 
will do nicely to c ver all of 
us with dust. 

It is time responsible men 
stood up and declared very 
simply that this has gone far 
enough; let us negotiate the 
matter. What is needed is a 
plan which will investigate 
the entire question of tenure 
and ALSO permit Molly Irwin 
to receive a genuinely disin- 
terested hearing. 

In the present climate, heavy 
with mixed feelings about the 
students and strong feelings 
about departmental autonomy,

Wolfpack Upsets 
Hornets 86-59

Nevada's strong track squad 
clobbered SSC Saturday in 
Reno, 86-59. 

Sacramento's loss broke its 
three year string of dual meet 
triumphs, which began after 
a loss to Nevada in 1963 and 
ended last weekend with the 
same Wolfpack. 

It was a rather disappoint- 
ing meet not only for Hornet 
fans but for those who trumped 
up the meet to set gobs of 
new records. Only three meet 
records were set and only one 
school record—a Nevada mark 
at that. Otis Burrell, Nevada's 
great one, skipped the low 
sticks in a brisk :14.4 for one 
meet mark. The other two 
were Nelson Brile’s 55’-2” shot 
put and George Puce’s 186’ 
discus toss, a Nevada record. 

No Hornet standards were 
set although surprises abound- 
ed, mostly bad. Henry Lawson 
had one of most disappointing 
days as a Hornet traeckman. 
After taking the 100 in 9.9, he 
was edged out in the 220 by 
Houston Williamson whom 
Henry had already beaten in 
the century. But to make mat- 
ters intolerable, he lost both 
the broad jump and the triple 
jump. It was the first time he 
had been beaten in the triple 
jump, not counting NCAA 
championstap meets. The win- 
ning mark was 46’-3". Henry's 
top leap for the season is 51’. 
But as his coach was quick to 
point out, Henry was a mighty 
tired boy. He also took a third 
in the bigh jump and ran a 
leg on the losing 440-yard 
relay team. 

Sacramento’s most pleasant 
surprise came when Mike 
Brunelle, who pole vaults 13’- 
6” almost every meet, won 
that event over Nevada's great 
fleet of 15- and 14-foot vault- 





















ers. The winning mark was 
13’-6". Alan Withers provided 
a gentle treat when he out- 
foxed the Nevadans in the 
mile and took it in 4:29.3 

Other Hornet winners were 
Al Biancani, a tie for first in 
the 440, :49.2; Bert Nicholls, a 
1:54.8 half-mile victory; Ron 
Nelson, who threw the javelin 
184’-3%”" and the crack Hornet 
mile relay team which did it 
in a slow 3:24.22 without the 
benefit of Lawson.
